Suggestions 
for Spring 
Sewing 


As time approaches for ;sewing 
spring woolens, Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent Mary 
Uixon makes 
some suggestions to Hempstead 
County homemakers that will un» 
prove the appearance of their fin- 
ished products. 
For a smooth sleeve in wool gar- 
ments, shrinking out the fullness 
is desirable. It is harder to-shrink 
the fullness or 'gathers out ;of 
tops of sleeves in hard twist ma- 
terials, such as gaberdine serge

or men's suiting. One thing that 
helps is to make two rows 
of i- 


machine stitches along the seam 
to be gathered. Draw up. these ; 
threads to take out half, of the , 
fullness to be removed, and shrink . 
this fullness out. Then, draw up 
the threads some more and repeat 
the process. 
It may be necessary to repeat 
the process three or four times 
before all fullness is removed, but 
the result will be a much nicer 
looking sleeves. 


After the pleat is basted and 


Dressed, start at the pleat break 
ind stitch up to the lop of the 
> 
skirt, instead of starting at the \ 
waistline and stitching down to 
lie pleat break. Make both lines 
of stitching .from the bottom to- 
ward the top.

Now Is Time 
to Make, Can 
Hominy 


Hominy 
served 
with sausage, 
pork chops or ham is an old-time 
'avorite. Now is the time to make 
and can the year's supply of homi- 
ny, says Mary Dixon, home de- 
monstration agent. Later in the 
year corn becomes drier, and it 
akes more boiling to remove the 
hulls. 


Most people prefer white corn 
jccause it 
is 
more 
attractive: 
lowever, yellow corn will make 
ust as good hominy. One pound 
of shelled corn makes about two 
quarts. 
Her directions are as follows: 


Weigh'amount of corn needed and 
et -it soak overnight, in warm wa- 
;er, or add it directly to a lye so- 
lution. To make lye solution, al- 
.ow two. quarts of water and one 
tablespoon of lye for each pound 
of .corn. Measure the water and 
let it reach a boil before adding 
the lye.' As soon as the lye is dis- 
solved, put in the ci'on. Boil for 
20 to 30 minutes, or until the hulls 
slip from the corn easily. Then 
drain the lye solution from the 
corn. Cover the corn with fresh 
water and drain. Continue to rinse 
the corn until lye is removed. 
The next job -is removing 'tlje 
hulls and black tips.. This can be 
done by rubbing the corn vigor- 
ously between- the hands or chu^n- 
ing it vigorously 
in a churn or 
enamel-lined washing machine. 
After hulls and tips are loosened 
plump the hominy up by soaking it 
in water for Iwo or Ihree hours, 
changing Ihc water occasionally. 
To can the hominy, heat and 
pack it in jars. Process pinls 5C 
minules and quarts 55 minutes al 
15 pounds pressure.

Farmers, spare those acres of 
small pine trees and seedlings on 
your farm! They may be very 
small 
and of little value right 


now, 
but remember, pine bushes 
grow fast and they will soon deve- 
lop into pulp-wood and saw-log 
size if left alone. 


Every Spring when we start our 
new crops, many acres of farm 
woodlands are outright deslroyec 
or severely damaged because we 
do not control grass fires. The 
coming Spring seems to be no ex- 
ception as to the number of wild- 
grass and meadow fires that wil 
be permitted,to burn uncontrolled 
on our farms. 


During the first 10 days of Feb 
ruary hundreds of acres of mea 
dows. and farm-forest lands were 
destroyed by persons carelessly 
doing their spring burning. Mos 
people we interviewed who wert 
responsible for uncontrolled fires 
gave the usual answer as . to whj 
the fires were not controlled. We 
are therefore listing these reason 
in the hope that they will be takei 
nto consideration by everyone whc 
las some burning to do on hi 
'arm.

As time approaches for ;sewing 
spring woolens, Home Demonstra-

Now Is Time 
to Make, Can 
Hominy 


Hominy 
served 
with sausage, 
pork chops or ham is an old-time 
'avorite. Now is the time to make 
and can the year's supply of homi- 
ny, says Mary Dixon, home de- 
monstration agent. Later in the 
year corn becomes drier, and it 
akes more boiling to remove the 
hulls. 


Most people prefer white corn 
jccause it 
is 
more 
attractive: 
lowever, yellow corn will make 
ust as good hominy. One pound 
of shelled corn makes about two 
quarts. 
Her directions are as follows: 


Weigh'amount of corn needed and 
et -it soak overnight, in warm wa- 
;er, or add it directly to a lye so- 
lution. To make lye solution, al- 
.ow two. quarts of water and one 
tablespoon of lye for each pound 
of .corn. Measure the water and 
let it reach a boil before adding 
the lye.' As soon as the lye is dis- 
solved, put in the ci'on. Boil for 
20 to 30 minutes, or until the hulls 
slip from the corn easily. Then 
drain the lye solution from the 
corn. Cover the corn with fresh 
water and drain. Continue to rinse 
the corn until lye is removed. 
The next job -is removing 'tlje 
hulls and black tips.. This can be 
done by rubbing the corn vigor- 
ously between- the hands or chu^n- 
ing it vigorously 
in a churn or 
enamel-lined washing machine. 
After hulls and tips are loosened 
plump the hominy up by soaking it 
in water for Iwo or Ihree hours, 
changing Ihc water occasionally. 
To can the hominy, heat and 
pack it in jars. Process pinls 5C 
minules and quarts 55 minutes al 
15 pounds pressure.

Farmers, spare those acres of 
small pine trees and seedlings on 
your farm! They may be very 
small 
and of little value right 


now, 
but remember, pine bushes 
grow fast and they will soon deve- 
lop into pulp-wood and saw-log 
size if left alone. 


Every Spring when we start our 
new crops, many acres of farm 
woodlands are outright deslroyec 
or severely damaged because we 
do not control grass fires. The 
coming Spring seems to be no ex- 
ception as to the number of wild- 
grass and meadow fires that wil 
be permitted,to burn uncontrolled 
on our farms. 


During the first 10 days of Feb 
ruary hundreds of acres of mea 
dows. and farm-forest lands were 
destroyed by persons carelessly 
doing their spring burning.

That would 
give us 3,300,000 tons, and

2,200,000 for the other 26 nations 
in the international sugar pool for 
whom we buy in Cuba.

He said the number in mental 
hospitals has increased 50 per cent 
in the last 10 years. • 


Saying psychiatric disorders are 
becoming increasingly evident as 
the/cause of juvenile delinquency, 
and crime ".as well as personal in- 
efficiency and unhappiness," Par 
ran asserted: 


"We have but a fraction of the 


clinics 
and 
out-patienl 
services 


needed to treat mild cases or to 
care for progressive disorders be 
fore they become disabling." 


Parran said passage of the na- 


tional mental health act "marked 
the first large-scale, coordinated 
atlask," on the problem of provid- 
ing adequate treatment.

Americans have mental disorders 
"in some degree." He said the iia-

nel" to treat.them. 


Parran added in his annual re- 


port that mental cases now 
fill 


half the hospital beds in the coun- 
try, "yet our existing hospitals arc 
inadequate to care for even the 
most seriously ill." 


He said the number in mental 
hospitals has increased 50 per cent 
in the last 10 years. • 


Saying psychiatric disorders arc 
becoming increasingly evident as 
the/cause of juvenile delinquency, 
and crime ".as well as personal in- 
efficiency and unhappiness," Par 
ran asserted: 


"We have but a fraction of the 


clinics 
and 
out-paticnl 
services 


needed to treat mild cases or to 
care for progressive disorders be 
fore they become disabling." 


Parran said passage of the na- 


tional mental health act "marked 
the first large-scale, coordinated 
atlask," on the problem of provid- 
ing adequate treatment.

At about 27 miles from the moon 
the earth and moon appear of equal 
size.

Chang Ah-mao dropped the shafts 
of public ricksha no. 21-39 into the 
mud at the curb on Nanking road, 
argued briefly with his fare, and 
lesignedly acceptel a crumpled I 
000 .Chinese dollar bank note. 


Two days ago, 1,000 Yuan (Chi- 
nese dollars') would have .bought 
him a' satisfying lunch at a curb- 
side food stall'— three ricecakes 
find a bowl of hot meat soup. To- 
day it ;brings him only two cakes 
and a cup of weak tea — scant' 
fare for a man who must dogtrot 
pulling a ricksha and its occupant 
through the 
cold, 
rain-drenched 
streets, 


'But it's not his lunch that wor- 
ries Chang the most. It's his wife 
and three children, who must have 
a roof over their heads and their 
mouths filled too. 


Up to a week ago things were 


not too bad. Prices had been fair 
ly stable for a month. There was 
money for boiled rice for break- 
fast and rice, a few vegetables 
and an occasional .bit of meat or 
fish for dinner. Now there is mon- 
c> enough only for boiled lice soup 
— which means less rice and more- 
water 


With prices climbing daily and 
money woith less and less Chang 
n.is quit bujing the .Coin pans of 
straw sandals a month which kept 
his feet off the cold pavement' it 
1,000 yuan a pair. Now he goes 
barefoot ,in near freezing weather, 
Other retrenchments have been 
necessary too. Sadly, he has taken 
his children from the free school 
and sent them roaming the streets 
for rags and bits of wood to make 
ii tire foi cooking 


And there's no hope of new gar 


merits for any of 'the family. 


True, Chang makes more mon- 


ey than he ever has before. With 
good luck he -can .make 25,000 yuan 
daily and more on rainy days. 


But — 
ny yah the iickshn ion 
tal," he mOans. 


The official iatc loi lining the 
vehicles is fi.OOO yuan for an eight- 
hour shift. But in these cloys what 
ov.noi ib going to let them out at 
those ridiculous prices'.' So Chang 
must pay a black market rental 
fee of 10,000 yuan.

yuan a day. His own noon meal is 
2,000 yuan. With careful manage- 
ment he maj tnke home 8000 jinn

But with rice .selling at 1150,000 
yuan per pjeul and dealers hesitant 
to sell even at that price.

official cost of living iindex His 70 
yuan basis monthly salaiy is multi 
plied bj the index figure — whir-h 
on Jjn 31 was 6 014 Tint gave Li 
a month's wages of 400,000 yuan- 
worth about $G5.

tical not to clutter my wonderful 
brain with such data. 


Now it is true that Mr. Ickes 


has described himself 
as- n cur- 


mudgeon and that the .same dic- 
tionary defines a curmudgeon as 
an avaricious fellow, niggard and 
miser, %yhich all mean about the 
same-thing. He therefore invites'a 
selief that avarice, as much as 
.any other consideration, was 
his-

At about 27 miles from the moon 
the earth nnd moon appear of equal 
size. Soon the ship is in the plane 
at right angles to the eiilh moon 
line which contains the gravilat- 
ional neutral point of Ihe earth and 
moon, about 23 thousand 
miles 


from the moon. The speed of the 
ship now begins to increase. The 
gravitational force of the moon on 
the ship is becoming larger than 
that of .the earth, 


Now the ship is on the 
earth- 


moon line and crossing il with a 
velocity in the general direction of 
the limb of the mooii on the cres- 
cent side. The navigator 
cheeks 


ispeed relative .to the moon 
and 
'computes their speed in :thc direc- 
tion of the moon s limb 


The ship must arrive abo\»e -.Ihe

Two days ago, 1,000 Yuan (Chi- 
nese dollars') would have .bought 
him a' satisfying lunch at a curb- 
side food stall'— three ricecakes 
find a bowl of hot meat soup. To- 
day it ;brings him only two cakes 
and a cup of weak tea — scant' 
fare for a man who must dogtrot 
pulling a ricksha and its occupant 
through the 
cold, 
rain-drenched 
streets, 


'But it's not his lunch that wor- 
ries Chang the most. It's his wife 
and three children, who must have 
a roof over their heads and their 
mouths filled too. 


Up to a week ago things were 


not too bad. Prices had been fair 
ly stable for a month. There was 
money for boiled rice for break- 
fast and rice, a few vegetables 
and an occasional .bit of meat or 
fish for dinner. Now there is mon- 
c> enough only for boiled lice soup 
— which means less rice and more- 
water 


With prices climbing daily and 
money woith less and less Chang 
n.is quit bujing the .Coin pans of 
straw sandals a month which kept 
his feet off the cold pavement' it 
1,000 yuan a pair. Now he goes 
barefoot ,in near freezing weather, 
Other retrenchments have been 
necessary too. Sadly, he has taken 
his children from the free school 
and sent them roaming the streets 
for rags and bits of wood to make 
ii tire foi cooking 


And there's no hope of new gar 


merits for any of 'the family. 


True, Chang makes more mon- 


ey than he ever has before. With 
good luck he -can .make 25,000 yuan 
daily and more on rainy days. 


But — 
ny yah the iickshn ion 
tal," he mOans. 


The official iatc loi lining the 
vehicles is fi.OOO yuan for an eight- 
hour shift. But in these cloys what 
ov.noi ib going to let them out at 
those ridiculous prices'.' So Chang 
must pay a black market rental 
fee of 10,000 yuan.

Byrd Finds 
New Range 
of Mountains

ed)— (UP)— Rear Admiral Richi 
ard E. Byrd flew within 1^0 miles 
pf the South Pole today while" lead- 
ing exploratory flights 
by 
four 


navy., skiplane.s '.which resulted, jn 
discovery ""of '• a "major 
mountain 
range. 


Byrd said his plane could • have 
turned from its map-making and 
gone across the pole, but did not be- 
cause there was more 
important 
exploratory business at hand. He is 
the only man ever to have flown 
over both North and South poles. 


The converted Douglas transports 
penetrated far into the Antarctic un- 
known, seeking to fill 
in another 


pie-shaped blank in the Antarctic 
map. Sparkling sub-zero weather, 
ending a long period of blizzards 
and overcast, gave the explorers 
excellent visibility. 
Byrd's orange and silver plane 


took off the snow runway of little 
America IV into the Antarctic mid- 
night sunlight and covered a varied 
1400 mile course, It was piloted by 
Maj. 
Robert R .Weir, Philadelphia; 


A second plane piloted by Lt. 
George 
H. 
Anderson 
of 
Holly 


Springs, Miss, took off 30 min- 
utes later. It caught a whistling 
tail wind and flew southeast a' 
190 miles per hour beyond the Hoi- 
lick mountains, last mapped out- 
post in that direction. The plane 
penetrated 600 miles southeast of 
Little America .Two other planes 
left later.

Anderson's 
flight 
discovered 
a 
ridge-shaped range of reddish color- 
ed mountains rising 15,000 
feet 
Geologists said the color indicated 
possible volcanic origin. 
Byrd said his flight also sighted 


in the distance a vast mountain

dovetail with Anderson's discovery 
when the aerial photographs were 
pieced together. 


Anderson flew his plane 
over 


the Horlick mountains and begai 
climbing because of the high new 
range jutting 6,000 to 8,000 feet out 
of the snow. He said it looked "like 
the reddish dust you see sometimes 
around Honolulu." 


The plan climbed to 13,000 feet 
and flew at that height for 45 min 
utes until some crew members go 
'kinda fuzzy" because they had no 
oxygen equipment.

considerably farther

han the Horlicks and appeared to 
je an extension of the Queen Mauc 
Jlangc.
